GARLAND'S STOCK. 

Mp. Van BeruuyseEn tells us that Attorney- 
General GaRLAND had nothing to do with the 
bringing of the suit in the name of the United 
States for the revocation of the Bell Telephone 
patent—that the acting Attorney-General did 
it while Mr, GARLAND was absent. He tells us 
also that the suit was brought on the petition 
of citizens, notat the instance of telephone 
companies, the expense attending it having 
been provided for by subscription. He tells 
us further that the Pan-Electric Telephone 
Company, in which Attorney-General GaRr- 
LAND is astockholder, has no interest in the 
National Improved Telephone Company in 
whose interest the suit is brought, and that if 
Mr. GARLAND had been a stockholder in the 
latter, he certainly should not have allowed his 
personal relations to any company to prevent 
his performing his duty tothe public. But, 
after allowing full force to all these sug- 
gestions, the public cannot hear with- 
out regret that before this suit was 
brought the Attorney-General was loaded up 
with asortof telephone stock likely to be 
greatly increased in value by the action of his 
department. BREWSTER's appearing against 
the Government and as counsel for the Western 
Union Telegraph monopoly in the United 
States Courts while he was Attorney-General, 
was doubtless a much worse precedent, but the 
people hoped, and hada right to expect, that 
the advent of a Democratic administration 
would free the Department of Justice from all 
promiscuous relations with the parties to 
pending litigation. If it is susceptible of 
proof that the Bell Telephone patent was ob- 
tained by fraud and by gross violations of 
Patent Office rules, no persohal consideration 
whatever should prevent the Department of 
Justice from taking action to protect the pub- 
lic. But it isto be regretted that this action 
was not taken till the Attorney-General had 
acquired a large pecuniary interest in the suc- 
cess of a rival telephone company.
